some light on the origin of the disease 
there. 
It says:

In order to repair tho damage, it was 
necessary to uncover the sewer for n 
long distance, and an examination prov- 
ed that it was tilled with carcasses of 
dead ilog\ cats and rats. 
The sun pour- 


ing its heated rav* on these remains 
filled the atmosphere, with stench and 
disease, and within the past week not 
less than seventy of the citizens of 
Grenada have been attacked with tho 
scourge." 
Klsewhere in this paper will

The doetrin» of th* jqntjitv an 


similarity of education for boys afwta'rl 
was firit preached and practiced vfn 
in America; but even there it is haw) 
half a century old. Before the yea 
1826 girls were only allowed to attend 
the schools of Boston, Massachusetts 
during the summer months, when th«>r 
were not boys enough to fill them. 
In 


that year an attempt was made to eitab 
lish a high school for girls on the plan 
of those already existing for boys. Two 
hundred and eighty-six candidates pre 
sen ted themselves for admission, while 
the application for the boys'high sohoo 
had never exceeded ninety, Thiseager 
new for knowledge, so unbecoming in 
girls, wns too much for the good people 
of Boston to endure unmoved. In tho 
words of tho school committee in 1854 
the school had "an alarming success;' 
and accordingly, after u trial of eighteen 
months, it was discontinued. 
After 


thin, however, tho girls were allowed to 
remain in the grammar schooln through 
out tho yenr. 


So America has had its days of wo 


men's education punie. 
Rut 
in tho 


\Vestorn States better counsels soon ob 
taincil. 
Obcrlin College wan foundei 


in ]Ki;j, offering ci|ual iiiivaiitnges of 
education to liothfexeo; iiml both xexes 
him1 availed themselves of it, for up to 
tho your 1873 it had graduated 57!) men 
in ilu' theological faculty. Soon after, 
iii \*'.\~. Mount Holyoko remiimry, for 
girl* nnly, was founded; Antioch, for 
IMIJM and fiirls, followed in 18;'>2; and 
Yassnr. for girls only, in l.Htid. These 
nro u li'w out of the many institutions 
which me now scattered far and wide 
tlinuigli tho I'nitud Slates, and act on 
(lie principle, still so much contented 
that the similarity of mental develope 
ment in average individuals of botli 
so.<us is so ttmch greater than tho differ- 
ence (if then1 be any) that, for the pur- 
poses of education, this presumed differ- 
ence nmy be considered ns evanescent 
Michigan I'niversity opened its gates in 
187(1; Boston, founded in 1871-72, has 
admitted women from the beginning, 
and Cornell ("nivemty yielded to tho 
current in 1S73. 
Harvard und Yale, 


tho two great American universities, 
still resist nit demands and entreaties, 
and perhaps this is tho bitterest griov- 
ance of American women, though it him 
been slightly alleviated since, i«omu 
years ago—in IS7H—Harvard consent- 
ed to grant lne.il examinations for girls. 
Hut lie, Harvard and Yale, as unyielding 
as they may, when we turn from tho 
stnry of thu Hostun high school in !Sli7 
and observe, that in 1S()7 there wuro 
twenty-two colleges in tho States open 
to men niuhvimion alike, and in lS7;i, 
by tin- report of the Hutted State*cam-

Buccui-hful, and the easiest way, to ob- 
tain tlm customer's signature is what 
pur]Hiri.i to U a receipt. 
It is, in fact, 


u roct!J|it printed, and containing n mul- 
tiplicity of words. It is on a slip of 
paper seven or eight inches long. 


The place of the signature is natur- 


ally in the right hand corner. 
The cus- 


tomer 1ms bought something from tho 
smooth-spoken 
agent, 
and honestly 


enough U perfectly willing lo sign a re- 
ceipt. Let that paper bo cut in two, 
up and down in tho center, and thu 
right hand half will bo an unobjection- 
able thirty or sixty day promissory 
note. 


The signature is well known in tho 


neighborhood; it is sold or traded long 
before maturity to some !>ana Jitle nn<l 
innocent purchaser, and the unsophisti- 
cated maker has no legal defense. 
Or, 


potsibly, a fence wire agent oomes along 
with a sample coil of wire. The custo- 
mer wants « few rods of wire fence, and 
sign.i an agreement to pay on delivery 
four cents per foot for five coils of wire. 
When delivered, it appears that the coils 
each contain a quarter of a mile of wire. 
By the same trick the festive lightning- 
rod agent sells the victim enough of 
lightning-rod to thntch the roof of the 
house with when only thirty feet were 
needed. 
Thu safe way is not to trans- 


act business with an itinerant agent 
unless he can get along without your 
signature to a written or printed instru- 
ment.

Wo do not refer to the genlrtl char- 


acter of tho two states, althoWh the 
contrast between the Iialf-barba0o ave- 
rage Missourian and tho intclligek cit- 
izens of tho Howfceyo State i* wry 
remarkable. 
Nor do we refer tft tho 


higher standard of personal worth airjpog 
tlui Republicans of tho latter state. The 
two states are coupled together in tills 
connection, because each has recently 
developed a rogue in otlico. Craig, di'i, 
llepublican Warden of the Iowa Pcni-. 
tcntiary, wan a thief, to bu blunt about 
it; Oates, tho Democratic State Treas- 
urer of Missouri, if short in his accounts. 
Plie exact amount is not known, but it 
is likely tu foot up over, rather tlmu 
under, a million dollars. 


While the loss by Gates will bo much 


argcr than by Craig, it is not therein 
:hat Iowa appears to (ho bettor advan- 
tage, nor yot in the character of tho 
nun. 
The rascally Warden was tliu 


neancst kind of n public plunderer; but 
the moat careful scrutiny fails to impli- 
cate in his crime any other persons ex- 
cept those in his immediate control.

Niw YOEK, 'Aug. 22.—The Hewitt 


Congmtiontl CommitlM on the Labor 
Question ooatinued its session this morn- 
ing. Prof. Samner was the flrst witntw. 
He uid thai he wu Profeewr of Polit- 
ical and Social Science in Yale College. 
He directed attention to the fact that 
within the last few yean the means of 
transportation and communication be- 
came greater, and by these means over- 
production was the oonaequence, and 
had made a revolution over the whole 
world. 
He isid that when the Snei 


Canal was first opened, goods came much 
quicker and caused a glut in the English 
market—new goods accumulating on 
each of the old, but this glut had now 
been overcome. Within tho last quarter 
of a century there his been a great 
improvement in machinery of all kinds, 
and, taking the accumulated effect of 
these machines, they must accumulate 
their effects 'and produce a temporary 
set-back. There was another factor in 
causing this depression in labor circles. 
This effect would reach everybody, for 
the effect ttiat machinery wuuld have 
would be to cheapen luxuries and bring 
down things to the poor classes which a 
century ago they never thought of.— 
Machinery had been a great good to the 
masses, though m cases of individuals 
and classes it had worked them evil. If 
the United Statm had had a free tariff 
in 1872, the country might have been 
able to compete with Kngland when the 
coal and iron trade was being carried on 


a great'extent 
Tho laborer in tho 


tcJ States, at thu present time, in 


noti having as good a time or as good 
subsistence as the laborer in Kngland. 
In thu country there wore twelve people 
to the tailo, and in Belgium there were 
4GO pcrljtms to tho mile, and the latter 
lived fairly. 
Ho did not think a revo- 


lution woujd cause a change in (his 
respect. 
i 


The pcnplb have been trying since 


187U tei settle, do the accounts. 
In the 


past five years uio^y persona had accu- 
mulated capital by-reducing expendi- 
tures. 
Legislation could not help labor 


stagnation. lie classea ^reproduction 
as disproportionate production, and it 
was due to tho protective system. 
Tariff was to blame; it congested tho 
people in cotno districts to which it 
would not otherwise have attached, 
Tho only remedy was to redistribute 
the people among the industries of the 
country. 
This is going on under natu- 


ral laws. The only way to aasist tho 
non-capitalist was to give tho greatest 
iiuiotint of privileges in using his liber- 
ties nnd energies for production by re- 
moving restrictions on trade, and fcsve 
him free to profit by the fruits of hii 
industry. 
Many otherpoinl* were made 


by Prof. Sumner, which have been indi- 
cated in his previous lectures. 


William K. Dodge, iron merchant, ap- 


peared in his official capacity as Prcsi- 
dcntofthe,National Temperance Society, 
and claimed that thouno of intoxicating 
.iquors was one of the causes of tho 
present condition of the laboring clauses. 
This distress in labor might be relieved 
to some extent by modification of tho 
tariff and action of the government in 
tho matter of resumption, 
Ho never 


knew capital to bo so abundant as now, 
but there was a great difficulty in using 
it In business. 
Another factor in alle- 


viating this distress would Iw legisla- 
tion. 


In the matter of liquor traffic, o»her 


officers of tho National Temperanee 
Society appeared, and the committee 
adjourned until to-morrow. 


IN old-ffuuioncd times it used to be con- 


sidered a commendable thing for peo- 
ple to bo industrious and saving, to get 
ahead, 5f they could bv honest toil, and 
not only keep thonuelvea and fami lie* 
out of tho poor home, but to lay up a 
small surplus for the demands of old 
age or misfortune. 
A thrifty, industri- 


ous man who paid hi* debts and con- 
tributed from his accumulations to the 
prosperity and development 
of the 


country was not regarded a* a public 
enemy, nor looked upon as a "lecherous, 
hell-bound thier," as the brute Kearney 
would call bin, but rather as a good 
cititen whoso example was well worthy 
of imitation. 
Out under the teachings 


of the Socialistic and Communistic fa- 
natics every man who wears a clean 
ihlrtis a public nuisance, and every 
man's wealth, no matter how honestly 
obtained, is considered im'ma f<icie evi- 
dence that he is a thief and a robber.— 
As the Boston Journal much better ex- 
presses U: "When the school-houses 
Khali be torn down and teachers tarred 
and fca hered, when tho press shall bo 
muirled and tho country ruled by such 
men as Buller, "Brick'r Pomeroy, Sam 
Cary, and that class, when those who 
save are regarded aa public enemies, 
then the malignant and blasphemous 
utterance* of Dennis Kearnev will be 
generally'applauded, and politicians of 
the Butltr stripe wilt ran n,. risk in 
doing hint homage.

tained by a reporter of tho Courirr-Jour- 
nal 
Wuea Sirs. Field's death occurred, 


seventeen days ago, no fear of vellow 
fever was entertained by the physicians, 
who considered the case one of bilious 
fever. 
Afterward it was learned that 


Mrs. 
Fiold had ordered a dress from 


New Orleans, and it is believed that tho 
infection was introduced by bringing 
this garment to the place. 
The bad 


condition of the sewers may have en- 
couraged the disease in its virulent form, 
A robust young man named Robert L. 
Young died next, with the vomit; yet 
tho physicians still clung to the belief 
that the disease was not yellow fever, 
Both funerals were public. 
A largo 


number of cases appeared suddenly on 
Fnday and Saturday of week bo fore last, 
and on Sunday tho physicians, who had 
hold their face against admitting the 
disease to be yellow fever, yioldeof their 
ground, and declared that the pestilence 
was beyond doubt fever of tho most vir- 
ulent type. Alarm seized nearly every 
person except physicians and clergymen. 
The physicians manfully stood to their 
vrork, nnd Dr. Peoples, a retired physi- 
cian nnd proprietor of tbe Chamberlain 
House, at tho station, determined to 
stay in the place and see it out. A 
public meeting on Monday was attended 
by but few persons, and they were ad- 
vised by members of the Howard Asso- 
ciation, who had arrived from Memphis 
with nurses, to leave as' soon as possi- 
ble. This advice spread like wildfire, 
and all who could go away immediately 
psekcd np and left. 
Mr. Sherman, who 


lived on Depot street, left with his 
largo family. 
General Walthall and 


his family got ready leisurely, instruct- 
ed their servants to take care of the 
house, nnd the train that came up on 
the Jaokson route at evening stopped, 
in answer to a telegram to the President 
of the road, and took General Waltliill's 
"family" on board. 
The- family had in- 


creased, by his permission, to thirty pur- 
suns. Among tho number were Colonel 
Snydcr and his family, nnd he loft his 
house hastily, without turning the key. 
Some families that could not get away 
by train went into tho country by wag- 
on, and every team was pressed into ser- 
vice. On Tuesday the hearse went back 
and forth, almost hourly from houses 
whore deaths had occurred, to tho Odd 
Fellows' burial ground, west of tbe town 
on tlio hill-side. The two undertakers 
were busy night and day.

lay sick at one time in the McCan 
House, Tho Mayor was sick when the 
refugees loft; having gnna home iU af- 
ter presiding at tlio public meeting.

General Butler a«uraes that the bulk 


f the bonded debt of th« United Slaw i 
ww purchased with greenbacks when 


early $3 in greenbacks could be par- 
hated fer 11 m coin. We have no idea 


t » reiteration of the irrefutable 


acts, whioh go to prove that bit state- 
ment ii falsehood, will have the leait 
nfluenoe with General Butler, but we 
at tba same time reoogmw the necessity 
)f correcting his lies about this subject 
ai often as he has the ihamaleta audaoi 
y to repeat them. 


1. By an act of CongreM, 5-20 bonds 


could not be purchased for greenbacks, 
dollar for dollar, from July 1, 18G3, 
until the issue of bonda provided by the 
aot oY July 30, 1804. During the year 
the average value of greenbacks m gold 
was 80 cents, and during the year 1863 
the price averaged 68 cents, to that 
during that period no bonds could have 
been purchased for 30 or 35 cents on n 
dollar. 


2. By the aot of June 30, 1SG4, 


$400,000,000, of 5-20 bonds were autlv 
orizcd, and during the next six months 
only *125,BOO,000 were issued, so that 
that amount was the largest quantity 
which could have been purchased when 
tho gold premium was the highest. At 
the same time that these bonds were 
upon tho market, the Now York quota 
tions of 5-20's ranged from 104 to 118. 
[t is, moreover, a well-known fact that 
capitalists were very obary about taking 
tho 5-20 issues of Juno 30, 1864. 


3. The other 5-20 bonds issued were 


known an "consols" and wore authorized 
to retire tho compound interest notes 
($217,01)0.000) and the 7.30 currency 
bonds ($800,000,000), which were issuet 
during the last months of the war ant 
at its closo to get money to pay the 
army when being discharged, or to bo 
exchanged for other liabilities of the 
Govern incut to individuals 
At no time 


wore these 7.UO currency bonds ex 
changed for 5.20 or 0 par cent, bonds 
when greenbacks wero worth lens than 
70 centK, and ninny of them wero ex 
changed when tho difference between 
greenback* and gold was much less,

with Major Smith in 18 HI, when he came 
here from Ohio to clerk in the store of thu 
former, and he said he hud "always liked 
Nitd Smith ever since, though ho served 
me mighty mean a timu or two."

Durfee tlu'ii pnrticulait/.«d the mean tricks 
played upou him hy his employer, amid 
the loud laughter of all present, One of 
them was this: One day Durfee, when 
no customers were in the store, laid down 
on the counter lo tuke u nap. While ho 
was asleep u man came to buy u hut, und 
Smith, who never know where anything 
waa kept In the store, could not rind a 
single hat except the one that had fallen 
from his (Dutfeo's) head while he wat 
asleep, uud that one he sold to tuft cus- 
louior. Tho speaker ulso referred to sonic 
of the social customs of thut primitive 
period, and closed with a glowing compli- 
ment to bis old friend.

efforts in behalf of the extension of our 
railroad facilities, and ihe great obliga- 
tions our people arc under lo him on that 
account.

minutes by his sons.

was extinct when found, showing he 
had gone, directly to the spot upon Icnv- 
ng tho house, and that he. had every- 
hing arranged.
